Office indicates that OSWALD served in the U. S. Marine Cerps 
and went to Russia with the State Dapartment’s spproval to 
accept emoloymant as a radar Specialist. Srecifically, he was 
there for 2 1/2 years and narricd a Russian girl. 
MR, STAFFORD sdvised that a letter dated Foxe 22, 
1962, fron HARCELLE CLARK, Assistant Chief, Divisicn of Program 
Operations, te the Dallas Regional witics of HEY, iescructed 
that arrangensats bs made by the Dallas répresentatives of Faw 
for the family follovinzg arrival in Texss. It was not known 
whethsr an expenditure by HEW would bs necessary but thst Hay 
should be on 2 “stundpy basis" for the purpste of Seah tauc2 
in event of nezd.
